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PREFACE 

This primer has been written from two points of view which 
are never very far apart and which in the end become one, — that 
of the Filipino child and that of the Filipino teacher. The exer- 
cises throughout are based upon a school experience of two and 
one half years in the public schools of the Philippine Islands. 

The primer has a vocabulary of two hundred words. These 
have been carefully introduced and constantly reviewed. The new 
words are frequently grouped for convenient reference and will serve 
as exercises in writing and spelling. 

The subject-matter has been selected after careful consideration 
of the temperament and needs of the young Filipino boy and girl. 
It is of a kind with which they are familiar from earliest childhood 
and, with a few excej)tions, the objects mentioned are to be found 
in every town. The attempt has been made to treat this material 
in the most elementary and direct manner possible. 

Exercises in stick laying, drawing, singing, and simple number 
work have been prepared in the belief that they will serve to 
enliven the set routine, and that a primer should include such 
material. 



Where it seems advisable, a note has been placed at the bottom 
of the page for the benefit of the Filipino teacher. As far as 
possible explicit directions are given in these notes. It is beheved, 
however, that a book intended for use in public schools should 
be taught in the annual summer institutes. A model school, with 
a competent critic teacher in charge, can accomplish excellent 
results. These suggestions to the native teacher are an attempt 
to strengthen the work there done. 

The surroundings and life of the Filipino child are very different 

from those of the American child, and it is well at the beginning 

to acknowledge this fact. The Filipino teacher is asked to give 

instruction in a language not his own, and the pupil is required 

to grasp ideas which are scarcely less foreign than the language. 

The authors of this book have borne these facts in mind in 

the method and material used. They will consider their work a 

success if they help the child to learn Enghsh and the teacher 

to teach it.
